Board of Health has ‘130,000 
for town dump operation. 


For seven hours and fifty five minutes the Town Meeting 
discussed one subject - the Town Dump. The discussion was on 
two Saturdays, and probably set a new record for one subject 
discussion in town meeting. The ultimate solution was proposed 
by Selectman Miceli, an amendment of $130,000 to the line item 
in the budget Town Dump. The money is administered by the 


Board of Health. 


There were vast differences of opinion in the-Board of 
Selectmen prior to the town meeting. On one occasion a couple 
of weeks ago the term ‘liar’ was exchanged. Now the selectmen 
are working together, determined to solve the dump problem as 


quickly as possible. 


‘Their thinking is in the direction of a Transfer Station. 
Selectman Miceli had proposed such a station at the Site One 
area in South Wilmington, for $135,000 but it had been shot down. 
It is possible there may be bids for the operation of a transfer 
station for the $130,000 voted. At least two firms seem to be in- 


terested. 


The decision will be by the Board of Health, but both 
selectmen and town manager will have a part in the decision 


process. 


If a transfer station is the solution it may well be on a site 
other than Site One. After five or more years there will be a 
regional disposal station in Haverhill. A transfer station near 
Route 93 is in the selectmen’s thinking. 


A suitable site would have at 

least two acres, be town owned, 
and have both electricity and 
water. Several sites of town owned 
land cannot be considered for 
reasons of distance, or for being in 
care of the Conservation Commis- 
sion. 
There seems to be only three 
sites, other than Site One. There is 
town owned land, adjacent to the 
Reading town line, and near Route 
93. There is the former Town 
Dump, off Salem Street. There is 
town owned land off Ainsworth 
Road.

New Rate Schedu

Reading Municipal Light 


The Reading Municipal Light 
Department, from whom the elec- 
tric power in Wilmington is 
purchased, has filed new rate 
schedules. 

On March 1 the Boston”Edison 
Company, from whom Reading 
purchases its power,-modified the 
rate schedule under which it bills 
Reading. The modification was 


wired under a recent ruling of POSing 


reqi 
the Federal Power Commission. 
Basically, it does not increase 
nor decrease the power bill of 
Reading Municipal Light, but it 
does require a change in *eading’s 
retail rate design. The Depart- 
ment is now in the process of mak- 
ing this change.

Boosters going down for final count 


Dear Larz: 

This will be candid, and to the 
point. Effective April 1, 1976, the 
Wilmington High School Boosters 
Club will cease to exist. Why? Ina 
word - apathy. 

For the last several years, only 
eight or nine individuals, in a town 
of 18,000 people, have been in- 
terested enough in the student 
athletes of Wilmington to attend a 
two-hour monthly meeting, and 
otherwise assist (on a volunteer, 
no pay basis) with the raising of 
funds for scholarships, cham- 
pionship jackets, and other 
awards. 

This has proven to be a difficult 
tase for several people, whereas, 
with 20 or 30 active members, the 
operation. would create no serious 
problems. 

Most towns in the Lawrence and 
Lowell area have had no difficulty 
maintaining a booster club 
membership, usually including 
several varsity coaches of 25 
members. 

This is not intended as a blanket 
cl ism of all the townfolk. 
There are certainly many people 
who are simply unable, for 
whatever reasons, to attend even- 
ing meetings, and otherwise lend a 
hand from time to time, and cer- 
tainly, part of the difficulty lies 
with the Boosters Club itself, for 
not doing a better, or at least a 
more effective job of educating the 
general public as to the club's pur- 
pose, method of operation, and ob- 
jectives 

Notice regarding the monthly 
meetings have been entirely 
fruitless. The only time that the 
club has seen evidence of active 
parent interest in the boosters’ 
organization has been on those 
rare occasions when there 
appeared to be the chance that a 
team (and one of their children) 
might not receive an expected 
jacket. When it is time to “give” 
there seems to be little time 
available, when it is time to 
bi? ere 

There has been a Booster Club 
for 20 years, but we need only to go 
back seven years to show what 
they have done. In scholarships 
they have given 37 for a total of 
$12,800.00 - jackets and sweaters 
for a total of $11,546,00, trophies 
and awards for a total of $2040.00 - 
dances, banquets, and other ac- 
tivities for a total of $3642.55. This 
is a grand total of $30,028.55. This
